With respect to applicants argument that DeHority does not teach environment 
because size, color, weight, and color and type of paper of the printer of DeHority is not 
environment because they are internal and environment is external; has been 
considered. 

In reply: Page 19, column 5-13, applicant's specification teaches in the situation 
(environment) when the printer has ran out of paper or toner, the printing is prohibited of 
using the ran out paper or toner. 

Furthermore; DeHority, fig. 2B, 80, teaches the prohibiting printing action 
depends on a determination of whether a user response or not. 72, 74, 76, and 78 are 
the operation of the printer under the environment that a user does not response or 
response with previous configuration. 84, 86, and 78 are the operation of the printer 
under the environment that a user response with new configuration; and 82 78 are 
operation of the printer under the environment that a user response with cancel. 

User's response is external because the printer has no control on the response 
and the response is not part of the function or the printer because the response is the 
action of a user.
